The funeral of John M Fugle, the 
Franklin shoemaker who committed 
suicide Wednesday by taking «trlch- 
nine, occurred yesterday at Dio Broth- 
ern church and was attended by a large 
number of citizens. 
Dr. J. H. Roop, 
who bad known Fogle in Maryland, 
it 1 who was perhaps more intimate 
with him than any other person in 
Franklin Gruve, tentifled before the 
e ironora jury that while talking with 
deceased some weeks ago he remarked 
that he had mo much trouble sometimes 
that he had a mind to put himself out 
of the way. 
The Franklin Reporter of 
yesterday says: 
“ The news was given 
out on the »trout shortly before one 
o’clock in the afternoon and sent a 
thrill of horror through the entire com­ 
munity, as such occurrences always do. 
Doctor« Grim and Smith were called 
in by Elmer Fogle, 
«on of the dead 
mao, about half-past twelve, but they 
wore too late to render any efficient as­ 
sistance, although the victim was con­ 
scious and rational. 
He acknowledged 
t iking the strychnine some time dur­ 
ing the morning, and emphatically re* 
ftis*‘d to swallow anything that might 
be given hlrn as an antidote. 
Hypo­ 
dermic injections were administered 
by the physicians, but the*poison bad 
fastened its hold on t tie system and he 
had already passed beyond the reach 
of medical treatment, and died at pre­ 
cisely one o’clock.”

Mamie is 10 years old now and has been 
a very wayward g irl for some years. 
Her 
stepfather saw that she was g oing at a 
dangerous pace, remonstrated with 
her 
and finally had her apprehended and sent 
to the State Industrial school, which la 
practically a reform school for wayward 
and Incorrigible g irls. 
M aking a pretense 
of repentance, she was released and re­ 
turned home. 
After a few m onth« of quiet life she re­ 
newed hor former associations. 
Her com ­ 
panions encouraged her. and when she 
w as threatened with a return to the school 
her companions devised a scheme for her 
permanent freedom. 
They induced her to 
m ake a charge to the police that her father 
had assaulted her 
He was promptly ar 
rested, and the girl went on the stand and 
described the assault at her own home 
w ith u m inuteness of detail that convinced 
the jury that he w as g uilty, and ho was 
sentenced to ten years at hard labor, and 
she was returned to tho Industrial school. 
Her father stoutly m aintained that he was 
innocent of the crime, and from the state 
prison he wrote a letter begging her to tell 
the truth and save him. 
She pondered 
over this letter for some tim e and finally 
confessed. 
A tkinson lias been pardoned, but what 
can compensate him for 17 m onths in tho 
penitentiary at Trentony 
If his represen­ 
tations are true, his trial was a travesty 
on justice. 
He says: ‘‘My trial was called 
the last day of the term of court, and there 
seemed to bo a desire to conclude t he busi­ 
ness of tiie term, and my lawyer let the 
case go to tbe jury without exam ining 
any of my w itnesses. 
J le said ho had an 
eng ag em ent the next day and could not 
attend court. 
So he only exam ined me 
and lot the ease go to the jury. 
I h ad 18 
witnesses In court, but none was called. 
Mrs. A tkinson, the g irl's mother, was 
there to testify, but she was not allowed 
to proceed, and I was convicted on the un­ 
substantiated testim ony of M am ie.”

The remark is often heard tlint this man 
or that boy is trying to break into J ail, 
m eaning that he is follow ing the wicked 
ways that w ill land him in jail unless he 
turns from them. 
When a thief actually 
does break into juii, the pul die Is about as 
m uch startled as it would lie over tho an­ 
nouncement that a peace officer had be­ 
come the victim of a highwayman. 
Yet 
burglars broke into the Tuolum ne county 
J ail, in t ’alifornia, recently and secured 
$2,000 in cash, leaving no clew that m ig ht 
lead to their detection. 
For a good many years it has been the 
habit of tho sheriff of the county, who is 
tax collector as w ell, to provide for the 
safe keeping of the money which he has 
received during tiie day. but which he has 


SHERIFF YANCEY, 
not had tim e to turn over to tne county 
treasurer, by taking it to the jail and lock­ 
ing it up in a cell. 
It was naturally sup­ 
posed that a lock which was strong enough 
to keep thieves in oug ht to be strong 
enough to keep thieves out. 
Sheriff Yancey has followed the custom 
of his predecessors In his care of the cash, 
and every evening when lie closed his office 
he carried the surplus over to the jail and 
locked it up in one of the cells which leads 
off from that portion of the strong build­ 
ing which is known a- the wom en's de­ 
partment. but whicli in the absence of fe­ 
m ale prisoners has for years been used for 
h summer kitchen. 
Besides this habit in regard to the care 
of the cash Sheriff Yancey had another 
habit, that of g oing down town about 
7:30 
o clock each evening and returning about 
9:30 . His exact habits in those two regards 
must have been pretty well known to the 
thieves who despoiled the strong box. for 
no other cell in the whole jail was tam ­ 
pered with, showing that they knew just 
where to look for what they wanted.

A European Idea. 


O ne of t lie m ost characteristic features 
of European prisons as a w h ole is that 
prisoners are allow ed to have a portion 
of their earning s. 
T his system prevails 
in France, G erm any, Italy, S w itzerlan d , 
Russia, Sw eden, 
Denm ark 
and other 
countries. 
T he am ount earned by the 
prisoners v a riis considerably w here it 
depends upon piecew ork. In France the 
averag e salary of the prisoner is 8 5 cents 
a day. 
Of this am ount the prisoner is j 
allow ed to spend one-half w h ile in p ris­ 
on for supplem entary food and clothing , 
postag e, etc., thoug h no expenditure is 
m ade w ithou t the approval of the ad ­ 
m inistration. The other h alf is reserved 
u ntil the tim e of his discharg e. A three 
years’ prisoner has to his credit on lea v ­ 
ing an averag e of $••<>, a four years’ 
prisoner $7 0 and a five years’ prisoner 
about $ 9 0. — C hicag o Record.

any color to the pretensea of the silver- 
ItOH, 
Hut *» ■ n if tin* framer* of tho co nsti­ 
tutio n ha.! seen lit to provide that both 
gold and silver should be used as staiul- 
nrda of value that would be no reason 
for adhering to an unsafe and unsound 
cnirmiev after experience had shown its 
evils. 
Wise and great and good as our 
forefathers were, they could not foresee 
th*' enormous increase in the production 
Of silver of tin* hist 20 years. And since 
the great commercial natio ns have, aft- 
er centuries of experimenting, decided 
th.it the gold standard is the best, it 
wo uld I»** folly for this co untry to stick 
to silver merely because o ut ancestors 
had used it. 
Americans w ant the best 
of everything, no m atter what traditio n 
may say, and if the co nstitutio n had 
favored the silver standard it would 
have been promptly amended to suit the 
new conditions,

law to quiring all forms of money to be 
kept at par with gold would he violated 
by refusing to receive anything but gold 
for tar iff taxes. It » s therefore imprac­ 
ticable, without producing the evils we 
uie trying to avoid, to require taritf 
taxes to la* paid in gold only. The presi­ 
dent. has shown how a gold reserve may 
Is* made unnecessary— by calling in the 
greenbacks and Sherman notes and re 
placing them with bank note»

plan is forthcoming. — Baltimore Sun.

fro m the « ¡« krooni. 
The precaution is a 
wise one, based upon observed facts.—

volunteers. The captain general made a 
brief speech saying that he hod consci­ 
entiously done his duty, but politicians 
had been writing continually to Madrid 
requesting that he be relieved, ami he had 
finally asked and been granted relief from 
the command. 
He then bid adieu to each 
man present, 


M adr id , J an. 1« —The cabinet lms de­ 
cided to appoint General Pulavioja to re­ 
place Martinez Campos, who is ill, as 
0 tptain-general of tho Spanish forces In 
Cuba and governor general of the Island. 
The decision was unanimous, and in­ 
cludes General Arderlus, Campos’ lieu­ 
tenant. 
Generals Marin and Pando, who 
are now in command of Spanish troops In 
the province of Santiago de Cuba, will re­ 
place Generals Campos and 
Arderlus 
temporarily. 
The names of General Po- 
lavieja and General Weyler are both men­ 
tioned for the post of commander-in-chief 
In Cuba. 
When tho Spanish government 
was organizing its forces to oppose the 
Cuban 1 isurrection early Inst year, Gen­ 
eral l’olavieja was slated 
by public rumor 
for t ho position of captain-general of the 
Spanish forces in Cuba to succeed General 
Calle-a, it being doubtful at that time 
whether Campos would be willing to un­ 
dertake the task 
l ’olav icja Said To H e a T error. 
But his success as a pacificator in tho 
former Insurrection led to the selection of 
Campos and a reliance upon tho more con­ 
ciliatory policy which he avowed it was 
his intention 
to pursue

Cubans with the hope of w inning them to 
peace. 
General Pulavioja, according to 
all reports, is of a very different oharacter 
He is commander of tine Spanish Six th 
army corps, and ho has not Inieti w ithout 
ex perience in Cuba, where his name seems 
to be hated and feared by the insurgents. 
He was on the island as a subordinate to 
Martinez Camp >s at the tim e of the Vir­ 
ginias affair. Cuban insurgents tell many 
stories of his Inhum an methods during 
the last Cuban uprising.

do Quesada, secretary of the Cuban revo­ 
lutionary party In the United States, was 
informed of the intended appointm ent of 
General Polavieja to replace M artinez de 
Campos he ex claimed with enthusiasm : 
“Good I that is worth ten battles to us. 
This Is considered as a confession of the 
fate of the ¡spanish governm ent in Cuba, 
as General Campos was tho first m ilitary 
chief in Spain and also one of the ablest 
politicians. 
In this opinion we are borne 
out by General Azcarraga, the m inister of 
war of Spain, who on the 7th of January, 
in denying the rum or of the resignation 
of General Campos, said the retirem ent 
of General Campos will be the first na 
tional defeat before the rebels, belore E u­ 
rope and before the United States.

circle of friends and acquaintances of the 
well-known politician 
Lawler was one 
of the most picturesque characters that 
has been before the public in Chicago in 
the city’s history 
A sturdy Democrat, a 
hard political fighter a shrewd political 
manager, ho was Irrepressible a* a poll 
tlcian. 
Lawler represented the Nineteenth ward 
In the city council, to which position ho 
was elected last spring 
He ran as an in­ 
dependent, defeating Thomas Gallagher, 
the regular Democratic nominee 
Tins 
was his last victory, and it was one of his 
hardest battles 
lit-, from the time lie be­ 
gan Ids life In politics as a let t er carrier, 
until ho reached the zenith of his glory by 
defeating J ohn F Finorty for congress in 
a district then almost exclusively Irish, 
was indefatigable In public life. 
No *>|>- 
position could daunt him 
When ho went 
into a political campaign he went in to 
win, and ho invariably fought the baitlo 
out against all odds to the bitter end. 
To all tie was courteous and affable, and 
every one who knew him lik-d him as a 
good-hearted, genial, follow who, though a 
hard lighter, bore malice to none 
A pathet­ 
ic inoid -nt in connection with his sudden 
demise was the fact that only Thursday 
night a campaign which had high aims 
in store for Lawler was opened hy his 
friends In the shape of a public reception 
and the formation of a Lawler organiza­ 
tion in th*> Fourth congressional district 
La" ler was a self-miule man 
At the age 
of 13 his father was accidentally killed, 
and he was compelled to fall hack on his 
own resources. 
First lie went to work In 
a brick yard, and afterward was a newboy 
on railroads 
Then he worked as a brakeinan. 
loiter 
lie served an apprenticeship to a ship car­ 
penter and calker. 
When out of his ap­ 
prenticeship ho was elected president of 
the Ship Carpenters and Calkers’ union. 
He was one of the founders of the first 
trades assembly, and thirty years ago was 
one of til*- first to advocate the shortening 
of the hours of labor to eight hours a day. 
On the recommendation of many of the 
trades unions he was appointed by Gen­ 
eral J ohn McArthur, then postmaster, to 
the position of letter carrier, and after 
serving in tire postoffioe for twelve years 
he went into politics, going from the city 
council to congress, in which he served 
three terms.
